FreeclmarVs Aid arid-Southern Education Society, 
and Board of Education. 

The past year lias been one of prosperity in the work of the 
Freedmeu's Aid and Southern Education Society. Forty-six insti- 
tutions of* various grades have been maintained in the Southern 
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States. Of these, twenty-three are among white people and t weniy- 
three are among colored people. The total number of students 
enrolled was 9,112. This great system of schools in the midst of 
the thirty-three Annual Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the Southern States most continue to exert a:i Increas- 
ing power for good. Already many thousands of young men and 
women have gone out from these centers of intellectual power to 
be a blessing to their people and the world. " 

The institutions related to Louisiana Conference under the 
supervision of this Society are: Gammon Theological Seminary at 
Atlanta, Ga., New Orleans University, Gilbert Scientific and 
Agricultural College at Winsted, and Alexandria Academy. 

GAMMON THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 
This school of the prophets at Atlanta, Ga,, has now entered 
upon the eleventh year of its history, and is doing most excellent 
work . The presence of President Thirkield at this Conference ses- 
sion has been a pleasure to us, and his addresses inspiring and 
helpful. 

The faculty now consists of Rev. W. P. Thirkield, D 1)., Rev. 
J. C. Murray, D.D., Rev. E. L. Parks, DAK, und Rev. J. \V. E. 
Bo wen, D.D. 

We earnestly direct the attention of our young men intending to 
enter the ministry to this school. We heartily commend the Ril>- 
lical institutes being held by the Professors of the Seminary in 
our various institutions of learning. 

We recommend that Stephen Priestly and Thomas McCary be 
appointed conference visitors to this school for 1894. 

REV. W. D. GO DM AN, D.D. 

The interesting communication referred to the' committee, from 
T)r. Godman, expresses regret that he cannot meet with the Con- 
ference at this session, and gives an account of his earnest efforts 
to secure an endowment for the scheme that lies so near his heart. 
He has involved him in a debt in the erection of a chapel, and is 
being greatly hindered in his work by the financial panic. In six 
months he has received $2,700. A great necessity now is the en- 
dowment of the Industrial department, and the Doctor appeals to 
the Conference to aid in raising $25,000. 

We recommend the adoption of the following concerning the 
faithlul servant of (rod and his work: 

Whereas, Eev. W. D. Godman, D.D., President of Gilbert Scien- 
tific and Agricultural College, has, by a score of years of devoted 
work in the interest of the, intellectual and spiritual improvement 
of our people, proved himself a true and tried friend of our educa- 
tional interests and, 

Whereas, He has by his untiring efforts secured an endowment 
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fund for the institution now amounting to seventy thousand dol- 
lars, forty thousand of which is productive, thus proving; himself 
a true fitly of our Freedman's Aid and Southern Educational So- 
ciety, and a devoted friend to the colored man; therefore, be it 

Resolved, V\ e do hereby endorse his management and commend 
lii in to the confidence of om church and the public at large in his 
efforts to endow the school. 

Resolved. We will recommend Gilbert Scientific and Agricultural 
College to our young people who are seeking an education, as its 
Faculty is second to no school of its grade in the State, and be- 
I cause of its peculiar advantages of situation and opportunities of 
self help. Students can, in all probability, attend this school for 
less cash outlay than any school in the State. 
( Resolved, That in the Quarter-Centennial Jubilee celebration to 
| be held in 1894, all the money that is raised in the Alexandria Dis- 
| trict, and other charges contiguous, go to aid Dr. Godmanin secur- 
ing funds for the school. 

QUARTER-CENTENNIAL JUBILEE IN THE SOUTH. 

We rejoice in the proposed Quarter-Centennial Jubilee in the 
South in commemoration of the great work accomplished by the 
Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society. The occasion 
should be made one of rejoicing and gi ving of thank-offerings. 

Resolved. The Presiding Elders, President Adkinson and Prof, 
demons be made a committee to co-operate with the officers of the 
F. A. and S. E. Society in perfecting plans and carrying out the 
Jubilee. 

Resolved, That it shall be our motto to secure donations from 
every member and friend of our church, and from every Sunday- 
school scholar, for our educational work. 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. 
We are glad to report that notwithstanding the widespread de- 
pression that has seriously affected business interests and retarded 
the progress of church work, the University is holding steadily on 
its w ay. 

The attendance in the higher departments is in advance of that 
of any preceding year; and all the departments are in charge of 
efficient and experienced professors. 

We are gratified to learn that there is perfect harmony and the 
best of feeling in the Faculty, and that not a single case of discip- 
line has occurred, this session. 

The Literary and Scientific departments w 'ere never better manned 
or more efficient, and all the schools of industrial training are open 
and very successful, with the single exception of that of wood- 
fa working. 
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Prof. D. E. Osborn, who for four years lias been at the Mad 
of this woik, feeling called of God to offer himself for work in 
Africa, was accepted by Bishop Taylor, and in two weeks after 
the offer was made was on his way to devote his life to the great 
work of evangelizing Africa, where .he is now working, as we learn, 
with great success. 

The income of the Society wot seeming to justify it, the position 
thus made vacant was not filled and no work has been done. 

Musical .Department,— -The growing efficiency of the Music De- 
partment is attracting attention to this feature of the work, and 
the advancement of our young people promises much for the future 
of our Sunday-school, Epworth League and general church ser- 
vices. 

N ( ) R MA L I) EPA RTM ENT. 

The work of the training school for teachers has been greatly 
advanced since being placed in charge of a Principal and assist- 
ants chosen specially for this department, and we recommend that 
as many of our young people as possibly can, complete this course. 

We must depend more and more upon the public schools for 
education in the common branches, and it is of the highest im- 
portance that these be taught by those who ha ve had special pre- 
paration in the work of teaching. 

Wherever our graduates have gone they have been recognized 
as among the most thoroughly qualified and successful. 

The future of this department is full of promise of great good 
to the children of our people. 

MEDICAL COLLEGE, 

The enrollment for the sessi >n has been thirty-live, and the 
class graduating this month numbers seven. 

Thus steadily and surely is this department coming to take a 
position alongside of the best medical colleges of the land. 

It is a great pleasure and gratification to learn that Bishop 
Mallaiieu still feels the same interest in this work as in the years 
when he was our resident Bishop, and that he is successfully work- 
ing for the financial support and adequate endowment of this de- 
partment. 

It is due the professors also, that grateful mention should be 
made of their generous liberality in voluntarily consenting to a 
heavy reduction of their salaries in order that the work might be 
carried forward without financial embarrassment.

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SU STE NT A T ION OF SUPERANNUATES. 

[Plan of the Xew York East Conference, referred ^o the Presiding Elders to he re- 
ported upon at the next session ot the Louisiana Conference, and puhlished for their 
• information .] 

I. — COLLECTION. 

Each congregation shall observe a Sunday to be known as Vet- 

Ierans' Day, upon which the pastor shall present this cause to the 
members of the church, and emphasize their obligations to the 
Conference Claimants. A collection shall be taken in the public 
congregation for the support of Conference Claimants separate 
from any other interests. 

II.— DISTRIBUTION. 

All moneys received for annual distribution in aid of the support 
of Conference Claimants shall be divided into two sums: the first, 
consisting of seventy-five per cent, of the whole, shall be called 
the Annuity Fund; the second, consisting of twenty-five per cent, 
of the whole, shall be called the Necessitous Fund. All superan- 
nuated ministers, the widows, and children under fifteen years of 
age, of deceased ministers, shall be Conference Claimants, unless 
the claim be voluntarily relinquished. 

The Annuity Fund shall be divided among the claimants upon 
the following basis : Eacii minister shall receive ten dollars for 
each year of his effective service; each widow shall receive one- 
half her husband's claim; each child shall receive one-fifth its 
father's claim. These claims shall be paid pro rata from the 
moneys in hand. 

The Necessitous Fund shall be divided among the claimants, 
whether superannuates, widows or children, whose annuities are 
insufficient for their needs, in such proportions as the Committee 
on Conference Claimants may deem equitable. 

The gross allowance to each claimant from the above funds 
shall be reported to and approved by the Annual Conference. 

Whereas, The carrying out of this plan will require an increased 
income for the support of Conference Claimants; therefore, 

Resolved, That each member of the Conference, except those 
who are superannuated, will be expected to contribute at least five 
dollars annually to the above funds.

GILBERT SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL INSTITUTE. 

Gilbert Scientific and Industrial Institute is having a year of 
great prosperity. Its school rooms and dormitories are being 
taxed to the utmost to accommodate the large number of student's 
in attendance. The total enrollment for last year was two hundred 
and ten, and will be much larger before the close of this session. 
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The school has been carefully graded, the standard of scholar- 
ship raised, and thorough work insisted upon. 

We have a class of four young men who will graduate from the 
Classical Preparatory course in May. This will be the first class 
to complete this course in this school. 

Industrial Department.— Regular courses in the Trade Schools 
have been formed, with a view to making these departments more 
practical. The classes of the school room have been so adjusted 
that those desiring to learn a trade can spend half a day in the 
school room and half in the shop. This arrangement gives our 
young men the opportunity of mastering a trade while pursuing 
the fundamental studies. Regular courses are thus organized in 
the departments of Wood-working, Printing and Dress-making. 
Our work in Agriculture at present consists in cultivating our 
gardens, which are very productive. The plantation is rented out 
for cash rent; thus the school has no part in its cultivation. 

An efficient department of Music is maintained. 

Tile religious interest of the school has been good; we were 
visited with a most glorious revival just before the close of last 
session; and thus far during the present year, without any special 
effort, eight young persons have been joyfully converted. 

Dr. Goxljnan, during the past two years, lias relinquished the 
local management and work of the school-room, in order to present 
the cause in the North, and to secured a sufficient endowment fund 
to enable us to enlarge our work and make it self-sustaining. Dur- 
ing the past eighteen years he has given lbs services for the 
school . Pray for him. 

Expenses here are very low. All students work two hours a 
day for the school, and thus expenses are reduced to live dollars 
pel' month for board and sixty cents for incidental fees. Thus are 
the advantages of a Christian school placed within the reach of all.

After thirteen, years of useful and faithful service, in the vine- 
yard of the Lord, has gone from labor to reward.
